Democrat, Victor Adier, who held the 
portfolio of secretary of state, there 
has been-no great popular leader, with’ 
the exception of Dr. Karl Renner, now 
one of the three presiding officers of. 
the statsrat. Despite the criticism 
to which the government is subjected 
the old members are seeking to pull 
Austria out of her present difficulties.
